The company by its own showing 
made a gross profit of $10,582,000 for 
the year 1909 on a capital stock of 
$20,000,000 and earned a surplus of

dend of 35.6 per cent. As the price 
of beef was boosted with the begin­ 
ning ot 1910 it would appear that in 
the opinion of Armour & Co. ,a 35.6 
per cent profit on capital stock is 
not ample, even though the com­ 
modity involved is one of the neces­ 
saries of life.

The Postal Banks Cheat. 
Twelve hundred and fifty banks in 
various p art sof the- United States 
already have made application to the

of

offices. About 80 per cent of the ap­ 
plicants will be disappointed.
